The bank unsuccessfully fought the 
levy Of $325,475. tax on its stock 
for the year 1924. 


Last January the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
the ad valorem tax on capital, sur- 
plus and undivided profits of Mis- 
souri national depositories. The 
First National is one of 11 banks 
from which St. Louis is trying 
to collect $2,360,096 in taxes for 
1924, 1925 and 1926, which taxes 
now will go to the city, the State 
and the schools. 

The law was passed in 1923. In 
1925 the First National Bank sued 
to enjoin the city from collecting 
the 1924 tax, contending the State 
sought to collect taxes both on 
shares and the income from shares. 
Last June 11 Judge Faris ruled 
against the banks, but at the re- 
aquest of opposing counsel reversed 
his decision so that the city might 
appeal.

OVER SMALL DEBT 


Mechanic’s Wife Says Wil- 
son Threatened Her, but 
She Took Weapon From 
Him After Fight. 


Henry Wilson, 76 years old, of 
Allenton, St. Louis County; was 
fatally wounded at non today by 
Mrs, Paul Mahler, 30 years old, the 
mother of three children who says 
she took Wilson’s own _ shotgun 
away from him when he threaten- 


ed her and shot him in the chest. 
He died in an ambulance on the 
way to Bethesda Hospital in Web- 
ster Groves from Eureka, Mo., 
where he had received emergency 
treatment. 

There was a desperate struggle 
between the man and woman for 
posession of the shotgun. Mrs. 
Mahler’s right hand was severely 
bitten by Wilson. 

Neighbors said the quarrel start- 
ed Over a small bill for labor which 
Wilson asserted Mrs. Mahler owed 
him. He accosted her near her 
home shortly before noon with his 
shotgun and threatened to shoot 
her, she says, if she did not pay 
him his money. 

After the shooting Wilson 
taken to Eupreka where Dr. J. O. 
Ficke gave him emergency treat- 
ment. He died of loss of blood. 
Mrs. Mahler was taken to Clayton 
under arrest. 

She is the wife of a mechanic 
who works for a motor car com-

Lawyer Discloses How Date 


‘‘Perfect”’ Alibi.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Albert 
Snyder, prt editor, was ‘“‘slated for 
death” on March 7 last, District 
Attorney Newcombe told the jury 
in his opening statement today. 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder and her lover, 
Henry Judd Gray, met in Manhat- 
tan that day,” Newcombe = said, 
a Gray had bought a sash- 
| weight and chloroform in Kings- 
| ton, N. Y. That day the death of 
‘Albert Snyder was decided on and 
the implements of murder’ were 
procured. 

“Prior to that two insurance 
policies for $50,000 had been taken 
out on the life of Snyder, with a 
double indemnity clause for death 
by violence. Snyder never knew 
about those policies, but Mrs. 
Snyder knew of them, for she had 
taken them out, and Gray knew 
of them, for he hoped to benefit 
by them through Mrs. Snyder.’’ 

Describes Bedroom Murder. 

“Gray then went away, but he 
returned on the night of the mur- 
der and hid in a darkened room 
while Snyder was’ put to bed by his 
wife. When the poor devil was 
asleep, Mrs. Snyder sneaked out of 
bed and told her skulking lover, 
‘Now is the time.’ 

“They kiss, then go to Snyder's 
room. They stun him with the 
sashweight, they stick chloroform 
cotton up his nose, they strangle 
him with pieture wire.

STRETCH OF WATER 
IS FIVE MILES WIDE 


for First Time Since 1903 
—Breaks in Levees Over- 


flow Farm Land. 


The crest of the Mississippi flood 
reached St. Louis this morning with 
a stage of 35.8 feet, but breaks in 
private levees over the week-end 
have turned the confluence of the 
Missouri and the Mississippi a few 


miles above St. I uis into a sea, 
flooding virtually all of Missouri 
Foint, St, Charles County. 
Missouri Point is the narrow 
strip between the two rivers. Early 
in the flood it began to be covered 
where water swept in over low 
spots or through crevasses in small, 
local levees. The new breaks have 
made its submersion almost com- 
plete, from land’s end, opposite 
Wood River, to the vicinity of Por- 
tage des Sioux and Machens— 
which communities remain dry—a 
distance of about 10 miles. 
Livestock on High Ground. 
The widest part of the overflow, 
about five miles across, is between 
Alton and Fort Bellefontaine. Ak 
that observers on the Illinois bluffs 
at Alton could sight across that 
expanse was water, broken by 
clumps of treetops or occasional 
building roofs. There are some 
high spots along the point which 
remain above water, where the 
farmers have assembled their live- 
stock and other movable property. 
No difficulty is experienced: by 
the Burlington and Misgsouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas railroads, which jointly 
use the embanked Burlington 
track from the Fort Bellefontaine | 
bridge to Machens. This is well, 
above water. 
Two Private Levees Break. 
At 10 o’clock Saturday night the 
Wagemann private levee, on the 
Mississippi River side of the point, 
below Alton, gave way. The water 
going through that opening pound 
ed the Wise private levee, farther 
downstream, until it broke at 10 a. 
m. yesterday. These crevasses to- 
gether flooded about 2000 acres 
of fine wheat and alfalfa land to 
a depth of six feet or more. Miss 
Alton, owner of 
much of the land that was pro- 
tected by the Wise levee,:- had di 
rected the almost unceasing work 
of 36 men for two weeks in an 
effort to prevent the break,

ROANOKE, Va., April 25.—Arti- 
ficial respiration induced by 
friends for more than 100 hours 
has kept alive the paralyzed body 
of Walter L. Booth, 18 years old,

What New Rates Mean. 

Applied; the new rates would 

have substantially the following ef- 
fect: 

Old rates provided a minimum 
charge of 50 cents a month, for 
which the householder was en- 
titled to use 600 cubic feet of 
gas. The new minimum rate is 
75 cents, for which the customer 
is entitled to use 400 feet of gas. 
The 500 feet usable at 50 cents 
under the old schedule would 
cost 84 cents under the new.

NEW YORK GREETS PINEDO 


Police Guard Flyer Against Anti- 
Fascist Outbreaks.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Sur- 
rounded by members of the police 
bomb squad, alert for possible 
anti-Fascist dentfonstrations, Com- 
mander Francisco de Pinedo, Ital 
ian globe-circling aviator, whose 
plane was destroyed by fire in Ari- 
zona, arrived at city hall this 
afternoon and was received by 
Mayor Walker.

The nostrils were stuffed 
with cotton soaked in an anesthetic 
and a pad of cotton was bound 
against the mouth an4 nose with a 
handkerchief. 

The doctor identified the picture 
wire he found around Snyder's 
throat, and it was entered in evi- 
dence. The sashweight then went 
into evidence, an iron bludgeon 
about a foot long, with which it is 
charged Snyder was struck. 

Alcoho!] tn Synder’s Stomach. 

Under cross-examination by 
counsel for Mrs. Snyder, Dr. A. O. 
Gettler, New York City toxicologist 
said that examination had shown 
there to be considerable alcohol] tn 
Snyder's stomach but only’ the 
faintest trace of chloroform. 

Dr. Neail, cross-examined by 
Dana Wallace of counsel] for Mrs 
Snyder, said that the blows on the 
head would not have caused Sny 
der’s death, ‘but that the strangu 
lation would have, regardless of 
other injuries. 

When Samuel! L. Miller of Gray's 
counsel, started cross-examination 
of the assistant medical examiner 
lawyers for Mrs. Snyder objected tc 


his questions as to whether exam 
ination indicated a struggle. The 
objection was on the ground that

Duck Hunters’ Cabins Damaged. 

The clubhouse section around 
Weber Lake is under water, and 
some of the cabins in this duck- 
shooting area have been damaged. 
State Highway No. 94 is open from 
St. Charles to the vicinity of Port- 
age des Sioux and Machens. Below 
St. Charles on the Missouri River. 
as has been told, several score men 
are continuing a desperate strug- 
gle with the Stump Slough and 
Graveyard Slough local levees, to 
prevent inundation of several hun- 
dred acres between the river and 
the M.-K.-T. embankment, in the 
neighborhood of Black Walnut and 
Marais Croche. 


Chouteau Island, covering 2000 
acres in Madison County, opposite 
Chain of Rocks, has been flooded 
by breaks in two local levees at 
its southern end last nighgt, and 
damage to property there is esti- 
mated roughly at $100,000, 

The first break, close to the 
Mississippi, occurred at 10 p. m.. 
on the Whitekamp farm. Water 
poured through a crevasse 150 feet 
wide. An hour later a levee on 
the Adkins farm, @& mile to 
the north, gave way through a 
100-foot gap.

Boxcarand Tent Colonies 
Provide Temporary Shel- 
ter—Airplanes Search for 
the Marooned.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 


Henry M. Baker, national disaster 
director of the Red Cross, here to- 


day reported a “slight but encour- 
aging improvement” in the flood 
refugee situation. He said the im- 
provement would be greatly accel- 
erated within the next few days 
with increased relief resources. The 
number of homeless is put at 100,- 
000. 

Many Arkansas refugees were 
crowded into box cars in flooded 
towns; others were perched on 
levees. Food and medical supplies 
were scanty. 

In Mississippi. two towns had 
refugee colonies housed in tent 
cities, while in one community sup- 
plies of food and clothing were run- 
ning low. Mississippi and Arkan- 
sas were in greatest need of relief. 
Louisiana was threatened as the 
flood crest moved southward. 

Kentucky, Oklahoma, Tennessee 
and Kansas apparently had solved 
their flood problems. Missouri was 
caring for 10,000 refugees satisfac- 
torily. 

Detailed reports from Mississippi 
were: 

Greenville—Ten thousand per- 
sons in Greenville, 1000 Negroes in 
tents on the levee; local health of- 
ficers urge the evacuation of all 
women and children. 

Arcola—Situation most serious; 
3,000 refugees with more expected. 
Water covers the town from two to 
10 feet deep. Food and small mo- 
torboats badly. needed. (Baker, 
after receipt of this mes- 
gage, radioed all steamers to bring 
supplies to the nearest river bank, 
and he sent a special train from 
Memphis laden with boats and 
food.) 

Leland—Tents and rubber boots 
badly needed. 

“In al] other Mississippi towns, 
the situation was well in hand,” 
Baker said. No serious health 
problems or food shortages have 
been reported. 

For Arkansas: 

Brasfiehi—Fifteen hundred ref- 
ugees in one square mile space ona 
one foot rise above the water; 
health conditions fair; refuzees 
crowded into box cars. 

Piant—lIsolated by wafer, 
1500 refugees, living jn box cars’ 
i wet for tents; rescue of ma- 
rooned persons practically com- 
pleted.

During the same 
period, about 150 men have fought 
to hold the levees, putting 10,000 
sandbags on them. About 75 club- 
houses owned by St. Loulsans and 
others are surrounded by or are 
under water. 


The Granite City waterworks is 
south of this flooded area, but is 
not now in danger from the high 
water. The - Chouteau-Nameoki- 
Venice Levee District dike is ex- 
pected to hold this overflow away 
from Granite City, Madison and 
Venice, but even if it breaks, the 
high and strong barrier of the East 
Side Sanitary and Levee District 
will intervene. Chouteau Island 
had not been flooded since 1903. 


A large force of men is working 
to keep the Centaur local levee, 
along the Missouri in St. Louis 
County, from breaking and flood- 
ing 4000 acres of potato land, run- 
ning as far east as Hog Hollow. 
near the city’s new waterworks 
under construction, About 4000 
acres of the Columbia Bottoms, St. 
Louis County, opposite Missouri 
point, are under water, as has been 
told, and possibly 1500 acres in 
the vicinity of Creve Coeur Lake 
have been submerged by Missouri 
backwater. The break occurring 
Saturday in a St. Charles County 
local levee at. Matson, between the 
Missouri and the M.-K.-T. track, 
has resulted in the inundation of 
several hundred acres, extending 
to Defiance. 

Water from the Missouri River 
yesterday spread across the 5t. 
Charles road, east of St. Charles. 
to a depth of an inch or two, but 
light traffic, which is permitted 
under restrictions as to speed and 
distance’ between vehicles, con- 
tinued. Hundreds of automobiles 
congested this stretch yesterday. 
The Mississippi has submerged 
the Burlington. Railroad main line 
to a maximum depth of 34 inches 
at several low spots in North  S&t. 
Touts, north of Merchants’ Bridge. 
Fearing floating debris, the road 
has rerouted its trains by way of 
Hall street and the M-K-T yards. 
but has kept traffic moving. 
Backwater over a small wooden 
bridge north of Chain of Rocks 
has caused the temporary closing 
of about 1000 feet of Riverview 
drive on both sides of the north- 
ern city limits. 

City officials are arranging to 
have the wharves cleared of mud 
and debris and waterfront base- 
ments pumped out, after the river 
recedes. The work will be done by 
a fire pumper, about 10 firemen 
and the city habor boat, Erastus 
Wells, which can throw streams of 
water. 

Record of Flood Stages. 
Starting at 28.2 feet on April 10, 
the Mississippi here passed the 
flood stage of 30 feet within three 
days, and this morning reached its 
crest of 358. almost exactly the 
point Weather Forecaster Hayes a 
week ago said it would attain. He 
expects it will recede to 35.6 by to- 
morrow and be back under flood 
stage a few days later. Careful ex- 
amination of the Weather Bureau 
records shows the river was higher 
than this six times in the last cen- 
tury—38 feet in 1903, 36 in 1892, 
37.21 in 1858, 37.1 in 1855, 36.61 In 
1851 and 41.39 in 1844. It is le- 
gendary that a stage of 38.4 was 
reached in 1828 and 42 in 1785. 
Stage of the Missouri at St. 
Charles today was 32.8, there hav- 
ing been a very slight drop over 
night.

Are Only Green Forests 


Rising From the Water 


Impossible to Visualize Extent of Disastrous 
Flood Below Cairo from Deck of 
Barge Line Boat.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 25.—It 
is truly the mighty Mississippi, this 
lower river from Cairo to Memphis, 
as viewed from midstream. 

In such a survey, the magnifi- 
cence of the watery expanse is the 
predominant impression. The Vast 


and unprecedented loss and suffer- 


ing are seldom in evidence. One 
sees hardly more of them than the 
passenger on a ship in midocean 
would see of the effect of a tidal 
wave on the coast. 

The islands below the mouth of 
the Ohio, known by their numbers, 
and having their place in Civil 
War history, are only green forests 
rising from the water. The sand 
bars, a permanent institution of the 
lower river, and the source of mid- 
summer blasts of dust which some- 
times sweep from the Arkansas side 
to Kentucky or Tennessee, are un- 
der more feet of water than the 
draft of most river craft. Pilots 
are finding shorter courses than 
the old and tortuous channel, 
though the general outlines of the 
famous bends must be observed. 

Columbus Houses Under Water. 

On the express boat Mobile’s trip 
from Cairo to this city, Columbus, 
Ky., gave the nearest approach to 
a close view of flood conditions. 
There, as the boat passed late in 
the evening, houses could be seen 
in the water. Hickman, gleaming 
on its hillside, was passed after 
dark, and the inundated section of 
Missisippi County, Mo., opposite, 
could not be viewed. New Madrid 
also was passed in the night. 

The Columbus flood gauge, indi- 
cating an expected fall in the river, 
still showed 49.5 feet, a fraction of 


a foot above the highest previous 
stage, that of 1913. 

Yankee Bar, below Osceola, Ark., 
looms large on the map, but it was 
not to be seen in the look south- 
ward toward Fort Pillow. The Fort 
Pillow bluff is hardly the precipi- 
tate cliff of Civil War tradition, but 
has crumbled noticeably, river men 
say. Other bluffs to the south 
have held their shape better. 


Many Refugees at Memphis. 

Island No. 35, which in normal 
times has its agricultural use and 
its landing for packet boats, is rep- 
resented by its scattered woods, 
and loses the distinction which it 
bears on the map. Near Centen- 
nial and Brandywine Islands, a few 
miles below, one of the widest 
views seen thus far on the trip 
from St. Louis was afforded. 

The overflow area below Cairo 
is declared, in the Mississippi River 
Commission’s report, to be 50 miles 
wide. It was not possible to judge, 
from the Mobile, whether this 
width has been reached at any 
point, but when a near approach 
was made to an apparent shore, it 
was usually seen that there was 
more water beyond. On the Ar- 
kansas side leveeB did not always 
mark the end of the overflow, for 
back water, lacking an outlet, was 
to be seen even where levees had 
served their purpose of keeping the 
river back. 

Memphis, which, Iik- St. Louis, 
stands high out of the water, has 
its flood refugees from the lower 
levels of Arkansas. A camp, large- 
ly for Negroes, has been opened at 
the fair grounds, and work is be- 
ing found for the men. Here the 
flood is the sole topic of discus- 
sion and demands on Congress for 
greater flood protection are pre- 
dicted.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 25.— 
Full utilization of the resources of 
the Federal Government in flood 
relief wotk was pledged here today 


by Secretary Hoover in conference 


with Red Cross and army officials 
for the outlining of a compreheny 
sive program, 

“The fact that the crest of the 
flood has not yet passed makes 
further expansion of relief and res- 
cue facilities imperative,’”’ the sec- 
retary said after the. conference. 
“The reserves of the Red Cross and 
the Government for organization of 
rescue work and - distribution of 
supplies to take care of: the evacu- 
ation of the people will be placed 
in immediate progress.- I found 
that the concentration headquartcrs 
of the Red Cross at Memphis have 
made fine progress in the last 48 
hours. ‘There is a sound organiza- 
tion and the Red Cross is getting 
on top of the job. The division for 
the care of the refugees in the field 
is already far advanced.” 

Starts on Inspection Jour. 

Accompanied by Major-General 
Jadwin, chief of army engineers, 
and James L. Feiser, acting chair- 
man of the Red Cross, Secretary 
Hoover arrived today from Wash- 
ington and departed later for a 
personal tour of inspection down 
the Mississippi to Vicksburg and 
New Orleans, This is expected to 
take a week. 

“My job representing Presidert 
Coolidge, the Commerce Secretarv 
said, “is to see that so effective an 
organization is constructed that 
everything humanely possible will 
be done to assist the unfortunate in 
this, the greatest flood in our 
knowledge of the Mississippi. 

“There are already reported 100,- 
000 persons driven from _ their 
homes destitute. If the flood docs 
not abate quickly or if the ‘tevees 
break further, there will be many 
more thousands. These peop:e 
must be moved to safety, given 
shelter, food and medical care for 
a month or six weeks. Then they 
must be returned to their homes 
and given a new start in life. 

Three Elements vf Task. 

“The first element in organiza- 
tion is rescue work, much of it, and 
indeed heroic work, is being assist- 
ed by army engineers and the in- 
land waterways fleet. We ure 
bringing in further Government 
vessels and motorboats from ithe 
Departments of Commerce, the 
Navy, etc., In addition to seeing 
that an effective direction is placed 
over the whole of this work, we 
riust build up a sort of reserve or- 
ganization that will be ready for 
any further breaks in the levees, 
“The second part of the job is the 
care of refugees and provision for 
shelter and food. Here again State 
and municipal authorities are ex- 
erting themselves to the utmost, 
but their utmost resources are en- 
tirely inadequate to the ‘task, and 
they have appealed for national 
help. 

“The third and later problem will 
be to restart these people on their 
desolated hemes and farms. For all 
this work the national Red Cross 
must have an absolute minimum of 
$5,000,000, even though no further 
breaks occur in the levees. 

“T am confident that the Amer- 
ican people will not see us fail for 
lack of this fund.”

The 
Mississippi overflow has joined with 
the Little river west of New Madrid 
and the current is sweeping in the 
direction of the town of Gideon and 
parts of Dunklin County. 

It is feared the combined waters 
of Little River and the Mississippi 
will join the flooded St. Francis 
further west and south and will 
inundate thousands of acres of 
farming land, adding several hun-

An egg a day, or if well toler- 
ated, two a day, will add not only 
weight-increasing substance to the 
diet, but will help improve it in 
many other ways as well, One 
generous serving of meat a day is 
highly desirable, with liver repre- 
sented once or twice a week if 
acceptable, 

Since so many thin persons seem 
to have a limited capacity for food, 
it is often advisable to cut down 
the amount, of food eaten at one 
meal and to increase the number 
of meals. Furthermore, to drink 
a giass or two of water with each 
meal will tend to improve diges- 
tion, assimilation and elimination.

HE pointer for today is: 
With Jack-x in Dummy, and 
a small card led against a No- 
Trump, the Jack is frequently the 
play—but not always. 

At No-Trump, a small card be- 
ing led, the play from Jack-x jin 
Dummy is more difficult to decide 
than the play of King-x or Queen- 
x. When Jack-x 1ts held, there sre 
more high-card combinations for 
the Closed Hand to hold, and the 
cards in the Closed Hand determine 
which card should be played from 
Dummy. 

When the Closed Hand has no 
card of value, it is immaterial 
whether the Jack or the small card 
is played. The leader hag not 
opened small from Ace-King- 
Queen, so there is no hope of a 
trick. 

When the Closed Hand has 
Queen-x-x, the Jack should not be 
played from Jack-x because, if the 
small card be played, a trick in 
the suit is sure; but if the Jack he 
played, the Third Hand may win 
with the Ace or King and return 
the suit through Queen-x in 
Closed Hand, with the result that 
the adversaries take every trick in 
it. When, however, the Jack-x is 
held opposite Ace-x or Ace-x-x (it 
being remembered that by ‘x” is 
meant any card not higher than a 
Nine), the situation is different.

co HY doesn’t my child mind 


the first time 1 speak to 

him? He heard me. He 
says, “M-m. I’m coming,” and 
then it takes him a good five min- 
utes to gather himself together 
and do what I said. Why doesn’t 
he mind me? Why isn’t he an 
obedient child?” 

Because he isn’t. He is a per- 
son and born with a directing in- 
telligence of. his own. He resents 
acting upon your power. He has 
to wait long enough to gather suf- 
ficient power of his own to travel 
on. Then he gtarts. Instant obe- 
dience is due in time of danger. 
It is not necessary nor is it de- 
sirable that a child jump at a 
word as though he was wired to 
a battery and controlled by a push 
button. Train him to co-opera- 
tion and the obedience will take 
care of itself. He simply is not 
born to obedience such as mar- 
tinets demand. He was born with 
a keen intelligence and an appe- 
tite for life at first hand. 

“But why isn’t he clean? I cer- 
tainly am clean and everything 
about the house is clean. I washed 
him when he was too little to do 
it for himself, but he is 10 years 
old now and I do think he might 
wash himself without being tgld 
to do it every single time.”
